' & decision which raises the question of 
the validity of the by-laws which govern 
Dublin traffic regulations was given in an 
appeal by Andrew Murphy, Emefald place, 
Lower Sherrif street, Dublin, cabriolet owner, 
against a conviction and fine of ls. in the 

rict Court for 0 ne ene 
at the North Wall which was not a duly- 
appointed stand or hazard for that purpose, 
contrary to the by-laws made under Section 
50 of the Dublin Carriage Act, 1853. 

The appeal was upheld and the conviction 
quashed. A number of similar cases against 
other cabmen is immediately affected by the 
decision. 

The appeal was taken on the basis of 
arguments in the District Court concerning 
the validity of by-laws made by the Com- 
missioner of Police in 1919 for the regulation 
of sg — carriages. 

Judge Davitt said that he would have to 
reverse the conviction, because in his opinion 
Section 50 of the Dublin Carriage Act, 1853, 
provided for the approval by the Recorder 
of Dublin of all by-law- made under the 
section. That meant that the by-laws must 
be approved of by the Recorder and that it 
was a condition precedent to the bringing 
of any prosecution under the by-laws to 
show that the by-laws had been approved of 
by the Recorder. It was a criminal charge,
